Montezuma, the emperor of 
Mexico, drank many thousands 
of cups of chocolatl in golden 
foblets. When Cortez, the grent 
explorer, conquered Mexico, ho 
brought ‘back news of this won- 
derful tasting drink to Spain. 
For many years, Spain kept 
seerct from all Europe how the 
chocolate was prepared and 
only noblemen’ and. brave 
soldicrs were. permitted to 
drink It. 

Besides sugar and chocolate, 
candy contains special kinds of 
flavouring. Vanilla is the world’s 
favourite and licorice is another 
popular flavouring. : 

The, Egyptians, prepared oo 
deliclous drink from licorice 
call “maisus", which they 
served at parties, weddings and 
on special holidays,
